CHEVROLET SHOWS 


IMPROVED CARS 


Detailed Changes Made 
Throughout Engine 
’ And Chassis 


EW YORK, Jan. 11.—On 

the top of a price reduc- 
tion, Chevrolet has disclosed 
the adoption of numerous 
improvements to its 1926 
models, now on view at the 
show. These changes are de- 


signed to give smoother per- 
formance, greater engine effi- 
ciency and easier riding. 

The improvements of particular 
importance are the installation of 
lighter pistons and pins, adoption 
of three-point motor suspension, 
redesigning of the engine head, im- 
proving the motor lubrication sys- 
tem and the addition of an air 
cleaner. 

Chevrolet engineers claim that 
the long, specially designed, semi- 
elliptic springs effectively cushion 
the new car against road shocks, 
They also claim that more positive 
lubrication is provided by the new 
engine oiling system. The oil 
pump is now located in the crank 
case, where it is driven by noiseless 
spiral gears from the shaft. 

The new design of the motor 
head gives a larger cooling area 
around the valves with consequent 
advance in valve efficiency and 
valve life, it is stated.

Buick and Cadillac. In Mr. Sloan’s 
opinion overproduction constitutes | 
the sole menace to trade. 

“The automotive industry 
wonderful year in 1925,” he said; 
“the most wonderful year in its 
history. I do not see why the road 
is not clear in 1926 for still anether 
year of prosperity. Certainly every 
fundamental condition justifies us 
in believing it possible. Much, 
however, deperids upon the policies 
adopted by the industry itself. 

“One fact in my judgment, 
having a riaterte’ influence on the 
future is the absolute necessity of 
regulating our production our 
retail sales—we must not overpro- 
duce. General Motors’ policy has 
been definitely established. in this 
regard. We are closing the vear 
with stock in the hands of our 
field organization sufficient only 
to move current retail sales. In 
January and February we shall 
build up somewhat to take care 
the spring peak. That is the 
economic thing te--do from the 
standpoints of the manufacturer 
and dealer. as well the con- 
sumer. 

“Another important factor 
must be given more atiention in 
the future is the relationship of 
the dealer with the manufacturer. 
I believe that a great deal of prog- 
ress has been made in the past year 
or so in this regard. General Mo- 
tors recognizes the dealer a 
member of the General Motors 
family and every policy formu- 
’ lated by us has that fundamental 
principle in mind. Unless the 
dealer prospers, we cannot prosper. 
I believe there are many ways in 
which the manufacturer, by closer 
co-operation with the dealer and a 
better appreciation of some of the 
burdens that he’is carrying can 
materially reduce these burdens. 

“Still another factor, and to my 
mind. the most important of all, 
the question of financing of 
sales. We all must recognize that 
the automotive industry would; 
never be in the position that it is, 
today if time financing had not 
been available. Time financing has 
coniributed and contributing a 
great deal to the prosperity of this 
country by turning what would 
otherwise be idle hours into pro- 
ductive hours, thereby Creating 
wealth through the urge of the 
people io work harder to obtain 
the money to meet their payments. 
On the other hand, there is a limit 
to which we can safely go.

Detachable cylinder heads 
body the rotary which is 
revolved by a vertical shaft from 
the main crankshaft.

Each 
port opening is fitted with one of 
these expanding sleeves, and they 
are also furnished with a fiber split 
ring to prevent leakage. As the 
valve revolves, the inlet port regis- 
ters with the inlet manifold, also 
with the vertical passage into the 
cylinder, which allows a charge of 
volatile matter to be drawn into 
the cylinder. 

On the compression stroke, the 
formed by the opposed 
locations of the inlets on one side 
of the valve chamber and the ex- 
hausts on its other, allows the pres- 
to leak between the valve 
and the expansible sleeve.

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CONDITIONS BOOM 
OUTLOOK FOR ’26 
AS BIGGEST YEAR 


No Such Possibility as 
Market Saturation, 
Says Clifton 


New York, Jan, 11.—“During the 
coming yéar the automobile busi- 
ness looks forward to the biggest 
and yet period 
in its history,” says Charles Clifton, 
president of the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce. “This 
Paradox is accounted for by the 
fact that as we enter 1926 the ac- 
tivities of the motor vehicle busi- 
ness are worldwide.”’ 

Continuing, Mr. Clifton says: 
“We have exported cars and trucks 
to all quarters of the globe for 
many years, but the last year has 
been the first time when foreign 
markets called for units on a seale 
that might be considered volume 
production. 

“Over 500,000 American motor 
vehicles were sold in foreign coun- 
tries during the last year, a 44 per 
cent. increase over the preceding 
year. This volume of foreign trade 
is the best guarantee, the most fa- 
Vorable economic sign, which we 
could enjoy. 

“I have never felt, and I do not 
believe, that there is any need for 
worry concerning the market for 
‘automobiles in the United States. 

“The so-called saturation point 
is a figment of the imagination, 

a theoretical assumption that we 

could have a situation where 
every family should own a car, 

mo cars would wear out and 
there would be no growth in the 
nation’s population. 

“There is obviously no 
static possibility. 
tion point has been such a popular 
concern that in the past it has had 
@ strong psychological effect in 
some quarters. Hence this volume 
of foreign business tends to clear 
the air, to demonstrate that, what- 
ever might happen in this country, 
there remain the markets of the 
world as purchasers of our motor 
vehicles. 

“Ninety-three per cent. of the 
pepulation of the world, living out- 
side of the United States now owns 
about 19 per cent. of the total rege 
istration of motor vehicles.

ingly promising. > 
The sales on Nash cars increased 55. per | 
cent. in 1925 over 1924, according to A. B. | 
Hull, sales manager for the Troy Motor | 
Company, Nash-A.jax distributor for | 
Southern California, Arizona and part of’ 
Nevada. 
“The general upward movement of sales 


was felt as far back as October, 1924, 
when the 160 series came on the market,’’ 
stated Mr. Hull. “In 1925. there were 
some months that showed an increase of 
as much as 80 per cent. over the cor- 
Tesponding month in 1924. We look for 
the same relative gain the first three 
months of 1926 over those of 1925."’ 

Since the introduction of the 1926 Buick 
the demand has been running far ahead 
of the supply, according to Hal Tuttle, as- 
sistant general manager for the Howard 
Automobile Company, Buick distributor for 
southern California. In substantiation of 
this statement Mr. Tuttle points to a 
record of 792 Buick deliveries in southern 
California in November, 600 of which were 
Placed in Los Angeles county.

break it in the next. 

“Reports show that the Pacific Coast 
led in automobile sales. Out here pros- 


perity is continuous, and that is  per- 
haps one reason for the widespread buying. 

“We are going right ahead planning for 
next year. The outlook is very optimistic, 
and we can see no reason why this general 
Prosperity should not continue.’’ 

Stanley W. Smith, Inc., maintaining 
two salesrooms, one downtown and one in 
Hollywood, reports that the latter sales- 
force alone has sold close to two cars a 
day for the entire year. The Christmas 
season for this firm has been much better 
than in previous years.

Replacement Parts 








FAN BELTS 


Two types of fan belts, flat and 
vee-round, are being made for re- 
placement purposes by the Durkee- 
Atwood Company; Minneapolis. 
Minn., under the trade name of 
Rie Nie belts. 

The vee-round fan belts are de- 
signed for use with cars having 
‘V-type pulleys, and will fit in the 
groove properly, no matter what 
the angle may be, it is claimed. 

When passing over the peak of 
the pulley _the -vee-round belt is 
said to wedge itself into the pulley 
groove, thus” reducifig slippage to 
a minimum. 

Construction ef this belt is of 
built-up plies from fabric of high 
tensile strength. After the stretch 
is removed the belt is vulcanized 
into an endless, complete unit. 

The flat type Rie Nie belts are 

made of plies of high tensile fabric, 
cut on: the bias, and impregnated 
with a rubber compound. The 
inner plies are wrapped and vul- 
canized in a cover jacket. 
_ This method of wrapping is said 
to keep oil and water from be- 
tween the plies of the fabric and to 
“prevent separation, thus safeguard- 
ing the life and strength of the 
belt, 

The belts are said to be carefully 
constructed and inspected for width 
and length. They are also processed 
at the factory to remove stretch. 

Sizes of both types of belts are 
made io-fit all cars,
